Throughout  the  year  the  Water  Company  has  a^ain  dem'^nst rated 
their  continuous  s.-licitude  to  ensure  a  pure  and  adequate 
water  supply  to  the  town. 

Of  the  three  vy^ater  samples  taken  from  the  fev/  private 
wells  in  the  district  (which  is  almost  totally  on  the  piped 
v/ater  supply)  one  sample  gave  an  unsatisfactory  result  - 
the  appropriate  warning  v/as  given. 

(  ii  )  DhhilKAGE  /liD  SEIYBRaGE.  The  main  sewage  disposal  works  are 
treating  approximately  500,000  gallons  per  day,  which  is  an 
increase  of  more  than  100^  over  pre-war  figures.  During  the 
year  six  nov/  sludge  beds  properly  under-drained  and  constructed 
in  concrete,  v/ere  completed  and  have  pro^vod  a  valuable  addition. 
The  extension  of  the  tv/o  rising  mains  from  the  original  inlet 
to  new  detritus  tanks  together  with  alterati'^ns  to  the 
sedimentation  tanks  and  the  storm  tanks  have  been  corrgpleted. 

The  hir  Ministry  have  co-operated  and  contributed  tov/ards  the 
cost  of  these  extensions. 

32^000  gallons  of  crude  gas  liquor  were  carted  by  the 
Newmarket  Gas  Company  to  the  sewage  disposal  v/orks,  thereby 
assisting  in  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams. 

2.  NIVjiNS  ^‘iND  3TRE. J.'iS .  The  final  effluent  after  land  treatment, 
taken  at  point  of  discharge  into  the  stream  was  submitted , for 
analysis  and  reported  upon  as  foll.jv/s:- 

"In  my  opinion  this  effluent  is  suitable  for  discharge  into 
a  river  of  average  capacity.’*

moving  floor  refuse  collection  vehicle'. 

Salvage  materials  are  sorted  (and  where  applicable,  baled) 
and  sold  at  the  refuse  destructor  works.  During  the  year  the 
under-mentioned  materials  were  sold,  the  receipts  ^au/unting  to 
£321.  12s.  Od.
